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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-19 are pending. 

Election/ Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, 
which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
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Group I, claim(s) 1-2 and 14, drawn to a method of diagnosing a metabolic 
bone disease in a patient by determining the level of a substrate of PEX. 

Group II, claim(s) 3-6, drawn to a method of treating a metabolic bone 
disease in a patient by administration of a compound that modulates PEX 
enzymatic activity. 

Group III, claim(s) 7-10, drawn to a method of treating a metabolic bone 
disease in a patient by modulating PTH and/or PTHrP levels. 

Group IV, claim(s) 11-13, drawn to a non-human transgenic mammal whose 
germ and somatic cells express a PEX gene construct. 

Group V, claim(s) 15-19, drawn to a method for screening of compounds 
modulate PEX enzymatic activity. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The inventions of 
the groups I, II, III and V are drawn to different methods that do not use same 
method steps, do not require same compositions and reactants and therefore, lack 
the same special technical feature. For example, invention of group I is a diagnostic 
method that will require a patient sample and steps of determining presence of PEX 
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substrate level. On the other hand, the method of group II is a treatment method 
that requires administration of a compound to a patient with a bone disease. 
Therefore, the steps of the method group I cannot be used in the method of group 
II. Likewise the steps of the treatment method of group III cannot be used in the 
screening method of group V. Finally, the invention of group IV is drawn to a 
transgenic animal which can not be prepared by the methods of groups I-III and V 
and the transgenic animal of group V can not be used for practicing the methods of 
I-III and V. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have 
acquired a separate status in the art shown by their different classification and their 
recognized divergent subject matter, and because each invention requires a 
separate, non-coextensive search, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
